MAINTENANCE OF WAR 
GRAVES 


€— 


Mr. J. P. McCabe presided at the Dean's 
Grange Burial Board last night, when a com- 
munication was read from the Office of Public 
Works stating that they desired to make 
arrangements for the permanent maintenance 
of war graves in the cemetery 

The Registrar (Mr. J. Cullen) stated that 
there were forty-one graves which had not 
been maintained, and they were in a bad way 
at the moment. 7s. 6d. per grave was the 
standard charge. 

It was decided to charge 5s. for the main- 


tenance of each grave. 
Mr. J. Healy, Auditor to the Local 
Government Department, reported on his 


audit of the accounts of the Board for the 
half-vears ended March, 1955, and September, 
1935. £5C0 was drawn during the period on 
account of a loan of £2,000 previously sanc- 
tioned. Expenditure of a capital nature to 
the extent of the loan had been charged 
against the loan account, and the balance had 
heen charged against revenue. In September 
last there was a credit balance of £2.057 
Os. 9d. in favour of revenue account, and a 
balance of £1,500 representing expenditure

ECHO OF WATERFORD 
TRIAL

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
JURY.) 
HE libel action of Michael Behan, Kill- 

I owen, Dunhill, Co. Waterford, a farmer, 
against the Daily Telegraph, London, 
and the Allied Newspapers, Ltd., London, 
came on for the assessment of damages, judg- 


ment having been given in default. of defence. 
Mr. Joseph Mooney (instructed by Mr. 
Chas. §. Quinlan), for the plaintiff, said 


that in November, 1934 there was a good 
deal of wire cutting throughout the country. 
Cattle were seized from farmers because of 
the non-payment of land annuitiés§ and 
rates, and when the sheriffs in the counties 
where these things occurred went to make 
the seizures they were obstructed. © There 
were also disturbances at the sales. This 
happened also in the Co. Waterford, and as 
a result of an oceurrence there, 25 men— 
farmers and farmers’ sons—were charged 
before the Circuit Court Judge. 


NEWSPAPER COMMENT 


They were acquitted in November, 1934, 
and in February, 1935, the following was 
jublished in the Sunday Times, a paper pub- 
lished by the defendants :—‘‘ Most important 
of all, however, is the proposal to allow a 
verdict of nine instead of twelve jurors to 
prevail. This may “make possible’ the 
method of trial by jury in agrarian and 
political cases. Long before the days of the 
land agitation and ‘ Peter the Packer,’ trial 
by jury was a farce. ‘ Peter,” it may be 
remembered, was Attorney-General Peter 
O’Brien, afterwards Chief Justice, who 
carried the sobriquet because of his per- 
sistence and skill in challenging jurors in 
order to secure what he hoped would be an 
impartial body. It was hoped that under an 
Irish Government the intimidation of jurors 
might die, and moral courage assert itself. 
It has not been so, and trial by jury has 
continued, in spite of further legal patch- 
work, to defeat the ends of justice. There 


was a glaring case of this recently in 
County Waterford. It is at least worth 
trying to discover whether there 
are nine fearless souls in every twelve 


average men, and the experiment will be fol- 
lowed with interest. For the moment, how- 
ever, the jury system, as applied to political 
or agrarian crime, has lost practical in- 
terest, because the present jurisdiction in 
these matters is, by the choice of our Govern- 
ment, exercised by a Military Court.” 


“N ACTION WITHDRAWN 


The trial of the twenty-five men, of whom 
the plaintiff was one, excited, said Mr. 
Mooney, consideralile interést, and the para- 
graph could be taken as referring only to 
them. It was a serious libel to suggest that 
they had intimidated, or in any way tinter- 
fered with, the jury. Sir John Keane was 
originally named as a defendant, as he was 
the Irish correspondent of the Sunday Times, 
hut, as they could not prove that he had 
written, it, the action against him had heen 
withdrawn. When the summons was served 
on the defendants they took no notice of it, 
and flouted the jurisdiction of the Saorstat 
Courts. Their attitude was that they would 
circulate in this country, but would not re- 
cognise this country’s laws. The defendants 
allowed judgment to go by default, and the 
duty of the jury would be to assess the 
damages. 

Michael Behan, the plaintiff, stated in evi- 
dence that in November, 1934, he was tried 
in Waterford before Judge Sealy and a jury, 
with eleven others, and was acquitted of 
charges of conspiracy, unlawful assembly and 
obstruction of a Garda, and he took it that 
the Sunday T'imes article referred to those 
who were tried. His attention was called 
to the article by friends, and he knew that 
the article had attracted attention in his 
neighbourhood. i 

Asked by Mr. Mooney if he had suffered 
inconvenience on account of the article, 
witness said that police had been unfriendly 
towards him since. He had not suffered any 
monetary loss. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—Are you suggesting 
that police were unfriendly to you because of 
an article in the Sunday Times? 

John Grant, merchant, Waterford, said 
that he was present at three trials in Water- 
ford, and he immediately took the article in 
question to refer to the trials. He did not 
know Mr. Behan. He took the article to 
mean that the jury were intimidated in some 
way. 


T.D. S EVIDENCE 


Nicholas Wall, T.D., Waterford, said that 
he was present at two of the trials, which 
attracted a good deal of publicity, and he 
took it, that the article reíerred to the men 
connected with the three cases. He had heard 
the article discussed. 

Mr. Mooney said that it had been stated 
at the annual meeting of Allied Newspapers, 
Ltd., that the Sunday Times had the largest

circulation of any Sunday newspaper ot 
quality, but that did not mean that it had 
the largest circulation in the Irish Free 
State. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, addressing the jury, 
said that he strongly suggested to them that 
they should not take the fact that the 
defendants had not defended the action as 
any insult to the Court or to the Irish Free 
State. The jury should not approach the 
assessment of damages in any such spirit. He 
strongly protested against any suggestion that 
because this was an English newspaper cir- 
culating here the case should be approached 
on the basis that there was an international 
situation involved and that the defendants 
were flouting the authority of this State. In 
his opinion, that would be perfectly 
monstrous. The plaintiff was entitled to 
receive such fair and reasonable damages as 
he had suffered on account of the publi- 


cation to the extent to which his reputation . 


had been injured. 
EFFECT IN WATERFORD 


Part of the article in the Sunday Times 
was certainly capable of the interpretation 
that the acquittal of the defendants was a 
denial of justice, and undoubtedly that was 
a comment on the guilt or innocence of the 
people who were tried. The imputation was 
that it was not a fair or setidtaglins trial. 
The jury had to consider what effect the 
paragraph in the Sunday Times would have 
on the people of Waterford—whether ‘t 
would affect the plaintiff's reputation down 
there among the people who knew him. He 
ventured to suggest for the jury’s considera- 
tion that.the plaintiff was not thought the 
worse of by the people who knew him because 
of this article in an English paper. 

The jury, after a short retirement, assessed 
damages at one farthing. 

Mr. Mooney asked for judgment and for 
a certificate that they should get the costs. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that on the judg- 
ment the plaintiff. would get whatever costs 
the verdict would carry.

NATIONAL HEALTH 


CLAIM 


BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. J 
‘ FITZGIBBON AND MR. justice (OS 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing of the appeal in the case of 
Michael Walsh, of Evergreen ‘road, Cork, 
against the Minister for Ten Government 
and Public Health was concluded.

McManus, continued witness, said that he 
checked the coupons and sent them com- 
pleted to Mr. Murphy at Edinburgh. He 
lodged the monies in the National City 
Bank, and, after deducting the expenses of 
running it, forwarded the remainder to Mr. 
Murphy in Edinburgh. 

In a statement which was read by Mr. 
Haugh, the defendant stated that he sent 
1,500 coupons to these clients, whose names 
were on the fist, and he got back coupons 
and cash value for £58. He had an assis- 
tant and advertised the competition in the 
papers. 

In reply to Mr. O’Hare (for McManus), 
the witness said that McMauus had not held 
back any information from bim, 

Mr. O’Hare said that his client had started 
only after the other two defendants had 
been in the business for eighteen and nine 
months respectively. Seeing that the adver- 
tisements for “*‘ Soccer’ pools had been ac- 
cepted by the newspapers, and no prosecu- 
tion had been taken, his client came to the 
conclusion that everything was in order. A 
hewspapgr representative even had called to 
his client asking for advertisements, while 
one Dublin newspaper was running a small 
pool on its own account. That went to show 
that the public wanted a decision on the 
matter. His client was quite prepared to 
abide by the decision. He had closed down 
his premises, and had not circularised any- 
one, pending a decision in the courts.

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HOSE who claim that a ‘spare 

room '” is a mgstake in a house need 

read no farther—because this article is 

for the help of those who recognise that 

a little room set aside for the use of the 

friends of the house is a practical symbol 
of kindliness: 

Note the words ‘‘ set aside.” In these 
days of reduced domestic help the guest 
room should present a decrease of work 
to the busy maid. This e¢annot be achieved 
if-all kinds of family spare parts are 
rammed into the spare room, just because 
they are not required at the moment. 

In the really useful “ spare” there is 
no such collection, and thus when word 
comes of the arrival of a guest the maid 
has no clearing away to do, and the pre- 
paration of the room is a matter of 
minutes. 

It is of further domestic help to store 
a complete set of the guest’s requirements 
This not only ensures 
that the guest will be given specially 
chosen linens and blankets, but also that 
nothing will be overlooked or forgotten. 


A NO-MAN’S . LAND 


So much for the reduction of the actual 

rk; now let's see if the room is looking 
its best. It 1s often found that a room 
which is not actually used by the 
family themselves becomes a little ‘‘ no- 
man’s land,’’ and from lack of interest 
ts faded and dull unnoticed. 
Usually—at least in houses where money 
is more silent than talkative—the spare- 
room is of very small dimensions. Thus it 
would be absurd to think of calling in de- 
corators for such a little job. 

Last month ‘Aileen ’’ wrote some 
horse-sense about the advisability of let- 
ting youth “do things.” The. amateur 
house decorator can knock quite a lot of 
fun out of papering and painting, but no 
slipshod methods should be tolerated. Ex- 
perience thus gained may prove of untold 
advantage later on, but as someone must 
take charge of the job the following hints 
may be of value. “ 


NO ECONOMY 


Before the actual work starts colour 
and materials must be decided on. Here 
no economy should be practised. Indeed, 

eap materials would prove the biggest 
mistake, since the work to be worth while 
should be lasting. - 

‘ime was when the amateur decorator 
was faced with the job of mixing whiten- 
ing for the ceiling and making a paste for 
the papering. All that bother is a thing 
of the past. Perfect materials are now 
sold ready for use, and what was a big 
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job is now reduced to a mere mixing with 
cold water. A long-handled wooden spoon 
is ideal as a mixer either for paste, paint 
or ceiling white, with all of which perfect 
mixing is essential. 

Back for a moment at the choosing of 
colours, it is well to remember that for 
sunny rooms either green or blue papers 
should be avoided, as they fade to shabbi- 
ness too quickly to be practical. This 
applies especially to a room that is not in 
constant use. 

Luckily for those that agree that a 
green room is perfection, walls can be 
allowed to slip into a neutral background, 
and the full colour of the scheme be 
introduced successfully by curtains, 
covers and spreads of fadeless cretonnes 
or silks. 


ELECTRICITY 


As well as considering the sunlight, 
artificial light must be attended to. Now, 
before the job starts, is the time to see 
the electricians about extra plugs for 
lights or power. The latter would be a 
real boon, since the occasional use of an 
electric fire would keep a spare room well 
aired. Or, if gas fires: are decided on, 
then the company should be consulted as 
to what they can supply. 

As regards the choosing of wall paper, 
it is usually a good idea to get a few 
alternatives home on approbation. These 
should be fixed with drawing-pins on the 
walls of the room to be papered, and 
seen both in day and artificial light 
before a final choice is made. The smaller 
the room, the plainer the paper. 

Unless the paper is an é anoachhah new 
design, make sure that the rolls are 
properly ‘‘ matched ” before they leave 
the shop, As sometimes the shades vary. 
When the paper is decided on, then a 
pattern of it should be brought to choose 
the paint. Sometimes it is possible to 
get the paint specially tinted. Usually 
an egg-shell finish is much better taste 
than either a glossy or flat paint. 


BRUSHES, ETC. 


There are still other things to buy— 
brushes, best quality, for whitewashing 
(and this one will also do for pasting the 
wallpaper), a broad and a narrow. brush 
for painting; emery paper, paste, and 
ceiling white; scrapers for getting the 
old paper off the walls are also good 
buying. 

As a luxury for the home worker there 
is a patent paper parer which is invalu- 
able It saves both work and time. It is 
so quick to use that the trimming of both

DOS AND DON'TS 


Don’t ‘‘bead’’ your lashes. It’s not 
being done by smart girls any more. 
Shadow cleverly applied, which invariably 
means done with a gingerly hand, gives 
the eye form and depth. Experiment 


with it, but err on the side of too little, 


if err you must. 

Don’t ‘‘ sink’’ the eyeball by burying it 
under heavily blackened eyebrows, dark eye 
shadow and strongly pencilled line along 
the lid. 

Don’t put too much eye shadow. — It 
destroys the eyebrow outline, loosing it in 
a sea of smudge, as it were. If you put 
shadow on the skin surface well up under 
the brow, let it be a fade-out of the 
shadow on the lid proper. Most people 
look better without shadow on the skin 
immediately under the eyebrow. 

Don’t underline heavily the eyelid. If 
you must put make-up there, let it be 
lightly applied and. blended cleverly into 
the eye shadow. Best not to underline at 
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sage of the paper presents no difficulty 
at all. 

And.so the job begins. 

First the ceiling. It should be washed, 
or at least well dusted, and then most 
carefully whitened. If good ceiling-white 
and a good brush is used there is no 
reason why one coat will not suffice. Of 
course, while it is wet it looks dreadful, 
but next day its whiteness is a thrill. 

If the ceiling is cracked it should be 
carefully pointed with plaster of paris 
before it is whitened. For this it will be 
found that the thumb of the. amateur 
makes an excellent tool. 


OLD PAPERS 
Old bo should ‘be scraped from the 


walls. To make this easy hot water should 
be rubbed over the surface; but no soda 
or chemical should be used in case of 
damaging the new paper. 

Next comes the painting. Do not let 
impatience interfere with the required 
number of coats, and remember that it is 
most important that the first coat should 
be thoroughly dry before the second is 
applied. Before each coat the surface 
should be made nice and “toothy” by a 
good rub down with emery paper. 


Next the paste will be made, ‘as per. 


instructions. A table erected in the room 
saves much back-bending, or the paper can 
be pasted on the floor. The pared. paper 
should be cut into the measured lengths, 
and often, especially with thick paper, it 
is well to let it soak a bit—that is, to 
paste three or four lengths before using 
the first, and keep the supply going in 
that way. 1 

If the paper requires ‘‘ matching,” that 
must be done before pasting. The actual 
hanging should be started at the window, 
and ended at the door. This makes the 
joining less apparent. 
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WELL PASTED 


It is important that the edges of the 
paper should be well pasted, which means 
that the brush will travel beyond the edge 
and paste whatever is underneath. A 
plentiful supply of newspaper will keep 
the job clean if a fresh one is put over the 
paste marks as the job proceeds. 

White clean clothes in plenty make. an 
excellent substitute for the camel hair 
paper-brush of the professional. The 
paper should be put on the wall very 
straight, with a downward and then out- 
ward rub of the clean cloth. This rubbing 
must he very firm, or else paper blisters 
will show up next day, when it will be too 
late to do anything about them. 

Next comes the floor. 

If there is a carpet all is well, but if 
it is linoleum and shabby, then treat it 
to a coat of paint specially made .up for 
the purpose. This stuff can be used again 
and again, and stands up to the hardest 
of wear. 

Tt is heavy paint, and probably will 
take a couple of days to dry, so that no 
one can go into the room for a while. 
But the door can be left open, and the 
proud workers can stand outside and peep 
at their triumph, and as they gaze they 
can vow vengeance on the first guest, no 
matter how welcome, who lets the tiniest 
mark spoil the beauty of that lovely spare

Garnished Porridge. 

Ingredients—Porridge, hundreds and 
thousands, 1 tin of full-cream condensed 
milk.

When cooked remove the greased 
paper and replace in the oven until the 
bacon is slightly crisped. 


Breakfast Savoury. 


Ingredients—1 egg for each person, 1 
tablespoonful..of chopped ham for each 


person, grated cheese, pepper and salt, & | 


ozs. of butter, 1 dessertspoonful of corn- 
flour, 2 tablespoonfuls of unsweetened full- 
cream condensed milk, 4 a pint of water. 

Dissolve the cornflour and condensed 
milk in the water, Melt the butter in a 
saucepan; pour im the milk mixture and 
bring to the boil. Butter a china ramekin 
dish for each person, and place a table- 
spoonful of chopped ham in each. 

Next break*an egg carefully over each 
portion of ham. Stir a little grated 
cheese, pepper and salt into the white 
sauce and pour a tablespoonful over each 
egg Stand the ramekin dishes in a 
baking tin containing cold water to a 
depth of half an inch. 

Bake in a moderate oven until the 
savouries are browned on top. 


Egg and Mushrooms. 

Ingredients—Mushrooms, new-laid eggs, 
butter, 1 small onion, pepper and salt, 
fried breadcrumbs. 

. Boil three or four eggs until quite hard, 
place in cold water and shell. Cut through 
the whites lengthwise and remove the yolks 
very carefully, so that they do not break. 
Prepare the mushrooms and slice the 
onion; fry them for a few minutes in 
butter, with a seasoning of pepper and 
salt. 

While these are cooking prepare some 
friend breadcrumbs.

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Vegetables You 
Will Like

U NTIL very recent times vegetables 
seem to have been eaten more from 
necessity than choice. The poor usually 
ate more of them than the rich, which may 
explain why the poor survived in the face 
of great hardships. 

To-day, if you will ask almost any school 
child why he eats vegetables, he will 
answer quitegcorrectly: ‘‘ Because they 
give us minerals, vitamins and bulk which 
we need for good health.”’ 

This is a modern answer based upon 
recent discoveries in the science of nutri. 
tion. At last the vegetable kingdom ha 
come into its own. Everyone is eating 
more vegetables than ever before. This 
is partly because we know they are good 
for us, but better cooking has much to do 
with it. 

Even the common ones which we use 
nearly all the year round are no longer 
spurned, especially if we dress them up a 
bit for variety. Here are a few sugges- 
tions: 

Red Flannel Hash.—Chop equal parts of 
cooked potatoes and beets. Season well 
with salt and pepper and fry slowly in 
bacort fat, pe Si | Brown quickly, and 
just before serving add a little cream and 
butter. 

Spiced Beets.—Peel and slice raw beets. 
Arrange in ‘baking pans. Season wóth 
lemon juice, vinegar, cloves and cinnamon. 
Add a small quantity of water, and bake 
in a moderate oven about one hour. 

Brussels Sprouts with Cplery.—Cook 
diced celery in butter. Make white sauce, 
and add boiled sprouts and seasoning. 

Danish Red Cabbage.—Combine shredded 
red cabbage with sliced onions and apples, 
and cook in boiling, salted water until 
tender. Dress with vinegar and butter. 

Smothered Cabbage. — Cook finely 
chopped raw cabbage in thin white sauce 
for fifty minutes in a covered pan. 

Carrot Fries.—Scrape and cut carrots 
lengthwise into slices about quarter inch 
thick. Dip in egg, roll in corn flake 
crumbs and brown in frying pan. Cover 
and cook slowly about ten minutes. 

Cauliflower (Scotch style).—Separate 
cauliflower into flowerlets, and combine 
with se parts of diced new carrots. Cook 
in well seasoned milk until tender. 


Jolly Glazed Onions.—Chop crisp bacon, 


and cook with water and jelly (apple, 
currant, grape, etc.) in frying pan until 
jelly dissolves. Add boiled, whole onions 
and continue cooking, basting constantly 
until onions are glazed. 

Fritters,—Mash and season_ boiled 

arsnips, and shape into flat, round cakes. 

oll in corn flake crumbs and saute in 
butter. 

Potatoes (Champlain).—Peel potatoes, 
and cut a small cavity in each. Insert a 
very small onion. Roll in flour, salt, and 
place in greased baking pans. Bake in 
oven, basting with melted fat.

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Taking into account the topography, cli- 
mate, and present distribution of plants, there 
are six well-detined floral areas in Casada— 
namely, Arctic, Northern, Eastern, Southern, 
Prairie, and Western. 

With regard to the Arctic region, while 
the growing season is short and the lower 
strata of the soil remains trozen, it is a mis- 
take to suppose that this area is devoid of 
plant life. As a matter of fact, the colours 
of the Arctic flowers, such as the beautiful 
blue lupins, azaleas, rhododendrons, and 
Arctic -primroses, are deeper than elsewhere. 
Like other floral areas, the Arctic has plants 
that are not found outside its own district, 
just as in the southern area there are 47 kinds 
of plants which do not occur in any -other 
part of Canada. 

Although only three species of trees ap- 
pear to be confined to the prairies (the large- 
leaved cottonwood, neseaileual cottonwood 
and prairie ash), the prairie region can boast 
of 267 species of characteristic plants which 
do not grow outside the great plains, while in 
the eastern region the species of plants found 
in that area alone are too numerous to 
enumerate As there is a certain amount 
of overlapping of the floras of any two ad- 
jacent areas, the boundaries of the various 
regions cannot be rigidly defined.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL E, 
GOLD'S LECTURE 


Speaking on ‘Forecasting Wind and 
Weather ” at a Science meeting of the Royal 
Dublin Society yesterday afternoon, Lieut.- 
Colonel FE. Gold, D.S.0., M.A., F.R.S., said 
that there were four stages in the prepara- 
tion of, the forecasting of wind and weather. 
These he characterised as observation, 
organisation, manipulation and _ interpreta- 
tion. The first depended on the readings of 
instruments and eye observations; they were 
made at a large number of stations dis- 
tributed over Europe, The stations—of which 
there were about loaty in the British Isles— 
telegraphed their reports three or four times 
a day to the central offices in other countries, 
The same procedtire was followed at the 
central office, which put the report into a 
single message and transmitted it by wireless, 
so that anybody who desired to know the 
observations could receive them. 

Actually, however, the main purpose of 
this transmission was to get the reports to 
Paris, where were collected reports from all 
countries in Western Europe for re-issuing 
by the Eiffel Tower Wireless Station in a 
single collective message. , Germany re-issued 
the messages in the same way from countries 
in Central Europe and Scandinavia, and 
Russia made a similar issue from Moscow. 
*Italy would shortly be doing the same from 
tome. | 

This arrangement was rounded off by an 
even more comprehensive collective issue 
from selected stations in‘ many parts of the 
world. i 

The lecturer then dealt with the manipula- 
tion and interpretation of the messages. The 
cess, but one in which the greatest advances 
had been made during the Aast thirty years 
by the Norwegians, who had introduced the 
idea of the Polar front, or the line along 
which tropical air was divided from Polar 
air.

This guide is at present being produced at 
the Stationery Office, but the enthusiastic 
young assistant feels that the demand for 
it is pressing, especially for American and 
other visitors. Miss Longfield; who was 
educated first at the High School, Cork, is 
an ex-Scholar and Senior Moderator of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and also an LL.B. 
She wrote her book on ‘‘ Irish Trade in the 
Sixteenth Century ” as a thesis for the 
London University M.A. degree, and it 
was published a few years ago. It would 
make a suitable book for our Irish schools ;

THE SYMBOL OF THE CROWN 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have read with great interest Mr. 
Frank MacDermot’s letter in your issue of 
4th inst., and it seems to me that now a 
great opportunity is afforded of settling the 
sad differences which have for so long dis- 
tracted our beloved country. 

I write as an Irishman who dearly loves 
Ireland, but does not see that loyalty an 
devotion to the Crown are in any way in- 
compatible with true nationalism, and I 
know that I speak for great numbers of my 
fellow-countrymen, North and S&th. To us 
the Crown is something more than a mere 
symbol; it is something we hold very dear— 

might say sacred. Next to God and 
country it takes first place. If a Republic 
were established we would lose something 
which we value almost as life itself. 

I would, therefore, appeal to all Irish- 
men, especially to Sinn Fein, the I.R.A. and 
the Fianna Fail Party to try to appreciate 
our point of view, and not to trample on 
that which we hold very dedr. These 
organisations have repeatedly made un- 
charitable statements which have caused 
great pain to many good Irishmen. 

also would appeal to the Northern 
Government, and particularly to the Orange 
Organisation, as Irishmen, to cease dragging 
the Crown into disrepute in the eyes of their 
fellow-Irishmen. They can best show their 
loyalty to the King by joining with the 
South in establishing a united free kingdom 
of Ireland. Cannot we all agree to accept 
Edward VIII. as our King, and not as the 
King of England? 

I think all decent Irishmen are prepared 
to agree that, whatever may have been the 
opinions of Queen Victoria, the late King 
was a true friend of Ireland, and that to 
him, more than any other man, we owe the 
establishment of*the Irish Free State. Can- 
not we, therefore, show our gratitude to his 
memory by publicly declaring his son to be 
our King! 

Let “us invite Edward VIII., in whose 
veins: we believe flows the blood of our 
ancient Irish kings, to Dublin next year to 
be crowned in the capital of Ireland as King 
of Ireland. This ceremony need not be a 
coronation in, the British sense. A simple 
swearing in as takes place in the case of the 
Belgian Monarchy would suffice. Our King 
would then be pledged to uphold the Con- 
stitution of a free Ireland. 

As ‘the worthy son of a great father I am 
sure Edward VIII. would gladly come to 
Dublin for this purpose. He should be re- 
quested to reside for:some period each year, 
however short, in Ireland. The Viceregal 
Lodge could be made available. 

I think the office of Governor-General 
should be abolished as not in keeping with 
the dignity of a. free Mother Nation of the 
Commonwealth.

ESUMING the debate on the Committee 
R stage of the Courts of Justice Bill, 
1955, in the Dail yesterday, 

Mr. J. M. BURKE (U.1L., Cork W.) moved 
an amendment seeking to establish that 
justices of the District Court should hold 
office by the same tenure as judges of the 
Circuit Court, 

No officers of the State, he said, were more 
entitled to greater security of tenure “than 
district justices. It seemed to be the object 
of the section to degrade district justices to 
a position of servility and deprive them of all 
their independence. . Was it fair that a Com- 
mittee of Inquiry should be set up to inquire 
into a justice’s personal activities? 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE, replying, said that the 
section had been watered down since the 
Committee stage, and the transfer of a 
justice as a punishment had definitely been 
dropped, but there were many cases where 
transfer owing to personal circumstances 
might be suitable. there was no desire to 
inquire into a justice’s personal doings either 
in the dance hall or on the racecourse. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I1., National Univer- 
sitv) said that he had never been able to 
understand why any discrimination should be 
made between Circuit Court judges and Dis- 
trict Court justices. Justices of the District 
Court were nearer to the people and should 
have the same protection as Circuit Court 
judges.’ The whole object of immunity from 
removal was that the people should have 
confidence in the integrity of the Courts and 
district justices should have the benefit of it. 


THE TRIBUNAL 


Mr. CONOR MAGUIRE, Attorney-General, 
agreed that they should have among district 
justices the same independence and integrity 
that they expected from judges of the other 
Courts. As regards the status of district 
justices and the tenure secured to them under 
the old Act, he did not think there had been 

y complaint. A tribunal comprising the 
Chief Justice and the President of the High 

urt would undertake the task of investigat- 

ing complaints against district justices. 
_ He urged that it was against the public 
interest that District Justices should be 
allowed to make remarks not proper to their 
Court. It was difficult to draw the line. 
[he only answer was that they must trust 
the Committee provided for in the bill of 
finding where the line was to be drawn. The 
Chief Justice and the President of the Hign 
Court were alive to the necessity for the 
independence of the Justices, and they would 
not recommend that a Justice should be cen- 
sured unless they thought it was absolutely 
necessary. Only one District Justice had 
stated that the Tribunal] set up under the bill 
was not a satisfactory way of dealing with 
grievances, 


NAGGING AT JUSTICES 
Professor J.-M. O’SULLIVAN (U.L., 


Kerry) asked why the District Justices were 
put on a lower level as regards their legal 
value than the other judges. The fact that 
they could be brought han the Court, would 
not, conduee to the confidence of the people in 
them. They were going to have the power 
of nagging at the District Justices, for whose 
independence a case stronger than that for 
the Circuit Court judges could be made. 

It was time that the Government gave up 
trying to justify something merely because 
it was done in 1923 or 1924. If they adopted 
that policy uniformly they could not go on 
sounder lines. 

Mr. J. lL. McGUIRE (U.I., Dublin, South) 


said that the real push behind that section 


of the bill came from the Attorney-General. 


Why should the District Justices be placed in 
a different position to that of the other 
Judges? 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that they 
all agreed that the District Justice should be 
independent. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.1., National Univer- 
sity) said that he could not see why the 
District Justices should not be put on the 
same level as the Circuit Court Judges. They 
were Judges, and, therefore, had as much 
right to independence as other classes of 
J Icí >. 

THE BENCH AS A PLATFORM 


Mr. J. A. COSTELLO (U.L., Dublin Co.) 
said it would be an excellent thing to remove 
and transfer certain District Justices. When 
he saw a District Justice using the Bench as 
a platform to broadcast all sorts of nonsense, 
and to pontificate on all sorts of moral and 
public questions, as if he was in a position to 
speak ex-cathedra, he felt a certain sympathy 
with the provisions in the bill. But they 
shduld not allow that to influence their 
opinion. The system of a District Justice 
being a paid Judge was being adopted in 
other countries. There was, however, a 
tendency in the legislation of this country for 
some years to increase the jurisdiction of the 
District Justice in certain matters. They had 
wide powers in putting people to prison and 
fining them heavily. The original idea of a 
istrict Court being an inferior Court had 
been eaten into considerably, at all events 
in regard to the criminal side. 

Mr. COSTELLO said that the attitude of 
certain persons in the State against the 
judiciary and the legal profession was little 
short of a scandsl. Regarding the position 
of District Justices, he said that it would 
be far better that the whole judicial system 
from top to bottom should be one inteyral 
whole. 

On a division the amendment was lost by 
63 votes against to 36 for. 


SUBJECT TO CENSURE 


Mr P. McGILLIGAN (U.I., Nat, Univ.). 


moved to delete the sub-sections of the sec- 
tion concerning provisions for the removal 
of District Justices. The Dail, he said, had 
refused a proposal to give District Justices 
the same tenure as Circuit Court judges, and 
they were now subject. to the control of a 
Tribunal. Why shou.. it be made clear to 
anvbodw. as it was in the section. that Dis- 
trict Justices alone were subject to censure? 

Mr. P. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
said that a number of these Justices were 
yourig men when appointed’ and had not the 
mature experience of lawyers or barristers 
who were appointed to other courts. It was 
useful that some warning might be pp 
where Justices were indiscreet instea of 
taking the extreme course of removing them. 

Mr. COSTELLO (U.I., Dublin) said that 
the section was putting it on record that 
experience had rendered it necessary to keep 
the whip over District Justices. He thought 
that should not be put into the bill. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 


VIEW 
The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that 


while the section might become a medium of 
harassing the District Justice and the 
Minister for Justice, at the same time he 
thought that his own experience convinced 
him that it was reasonable to have a pro- 
vision that would enable the Tribunal to ad- 
minister a rebuke where the conduct of a 
District Justice had been such as to merit 
disapproval by members of the Committee,

and when they would hesitate to recommend 
that a particular District Justice be removed. 
Mr. RUTTLEDGE said that it was ex- 
tremely rare that, for any reason or other, 
anybody would have a complaint te make 
against a District Justice ; but, 
on the other hand, the occasion 
i ; sometimes when a Dis- 
trict Justice would have to be dealt with in 
a particular way. He could not visualise such 
an occasion. It was not desirable that a Dis- 
trict Justice should be hauled up before the 
Committee at every whim or through any 
complaint that might be made. Occasionally 
something might happen that would make 
such a course Glinne, He was prepared 
to reconsider the question, but something would 
have to be inserted to clear up the position. 
The amendment was withdrawn. 
Mr. J. COSTELLO (U.1., Dublin fe moved 
an amendment to provide in the bill for an 
appeal against the order of a District Justice 
binding a person to the peace. 
Mr. COSTELLO said that it was not right 
that there should be no appeal in such cases. 
The MINISTER agreed to give the point 
consideration, and the amendment was with- 
drawn. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 
POWER 


THE TRIAL OF PRISONERS 


Mr. CONOR MAGUIRE, Attorney-General, 
on Section 62, explained that the section had 
been instituted at his instance, and its object 
was to place beyond doubt the right of the 
Attorney-General to send forward, or to have 
brought for trial before the appropriate Court, 
persons who were charged with indictable 
offences, where the District Justice had de- 
clined to receive informations. The old prac- 
tice, prior to the Courts of Justice Act, he 
said, was that the Attorney-General could, 
notwithstanding the fact that the magistrates 
had refused to receive information, send u 
a bill to the Grand Jury, and, if they foun 
a true bill, had the accused put forward and 
tried before a court. Since the Conrts of 
Justice Act. and the changes consequent upon 
it,. a difficulty had been introduced. 

Recently he had endeavoured to have tried 
a prisoner where the District Justice had re- 
fused information ; but Judye Shaanor had de- 
cided, after a lengthy argument, that, in view 
of the disappearance of the Grand Jury. it 
was not open to the Attorney-General to have 
a bill sent up in respect of a charge which 
the District Justice had declined to receive 
informations. 


MOST IMPORTANT MATTER 
Mr. LAVERY, K.C. (U.I., Dublin Co.) said 


the section raised one of the most important 
nestions in the new Courts of Justice Bill. 
The proposal was that the Attorney-General, 
whose functions under the Constitution 
and under the Acts, were difficult to define, 
should be not only the prosecutor in courts of 
criminal jurisdiction, but should also be the 
person to determine whether a prima facie 
case had been made. The position of the 
Attorney-General under the Constitution 
should be defined. At present he was a re- 
flection of His Majesty’s Attorney-General, 
as he existed under the Constitution before 
the Irish Free State. He was the King’s 
Officer, with all the functions of the King 
appertaining to legal procedure. That gave 
him many different functions; but one which 
it had never given him was the right to deter- 
mine whether a person should stand in the 
dock upon a crimmal charge or not. 

As the law stood at present the Attorney- 
General had no power or had not the 
jurisdiction that the section sought to give 
him. The House ought to approach the 
matter with the knowledge that the Courts 
had decided that as the law stood the 
Attorney-General had no power and should 
not have the power that the section gave 
him. Since the passing of Grand Juries Dis- 
trict Justices had heen established to under- 
take the preliminary investigations in con- 
nection with a case. The District Justices 
were given the jurisdiction to receive or re- 
fuse informations. ' 


A COURT OF APPEAL 


He did not know what reason there could 
be why the District Justices, whose status 
had been discussed so much already, should 
be further degraded into the position of hav- 
ing their decisions, come to after having heard 
at length the evidence of material witnesses 
given on oath, and having come to a judicial 
determination, over-ruled by the Attorney- 
General. 

It would be a serious thing if the Attorney- 
General set. himself up ag a Court of Appeal 
for the District Justices who had taken the 
place of Grand Juries. 

Mr. COSTELLO (U.I.; Dublin Co.) said 
that District Justices were too prone to 
accept informations and send forward for 
trial. He thought that that duty should not 
be imposed on the Attorney-General, because 
the Attorney-General would be asked to re- 
view each decision in which informations 
would be refused. 


LIBERTY OF THE SUBJECT 


The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that he 
had introduced the proposal in the interests 
of the liberty of the subject. He only asked 
that where the opinion was formed on the 
evidence at the disposal of the Attorney- 
General, that, notwithstanding his plain 
interpretation of the evidence, the 
District Justice declined arbitrarily 
to send forward the accused person for trial, 
the District Justice should have another 
opportunity of deciding whether a prima 
facie case was made. He would consider the 
matter. 

The section was agreed to. 


THE RULES COMMITTEE 


Mr. McGUIRE moved an amendment 
having for its object the enabling of District 
Justices to choose their own representatives 
on the Rules Committee ghoir of leaving 
the choice in the hands oí the Minister for 
Justice. 

The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE said that 
the District Justices had always been con- 


sulted in regard to their four representatives 


on the Committee. 
The amendment was withdrawn. 
77 was made part of the bill. 


TRIAL BY JURY 
—— 


A MAJORITY VERDICT 
Mr. ‘C. LAVERY (U.I., Dublin Co.), 


speaking on Section 78, said that this section 
provided that in criminal cases a majority 
verdict would be the verdict of the jury. 
He thonght that was fundamentally wrong 
in principle. It cut at the root and justifica- 
tion of the whole jury systém. In that 
section, as in a wood eal of the legislation 
with which we were inflicted, there was a 
sort of hand-to-mouth method of procedure, 
and failure to go back to the fundamental 
principles to realise what was being done. 
That was a matter affecting the whole

| organisation of their life. The members of a 
jury were not specially trained men. They 
were persons selected at random from the 
community. The justification of the jury 
system was that twelve such men could come

APPEAL TO MINISTER 


| Mr. J. GEOGHEGAN, K.C. (F.F., Long- 
ford-Westmeath) appealed to the Minister to 
reconsider the proposal to provide for 
| majority verdicts. A matter that was often 
lost sight of was that, even assuming that, 
te lack of knowledge, jurymen dis- 
agreed in a case, it did not mean that the 
erson was not guilty. It merely meant that 

had to go on trial again and again, and 
that might mean additional hardship on the 
accused person. | 

Mr. UTTLEDGE said that everyone 
would consider it more desirable to get unant 
mity. That was the main reason that had 
actuated them in bringing in an amend- 
ment by which they provided for a 
unanimous verdict in murder cases. The 
object behind that amendment was that 
if a person’s life was taken there was no 
way of remedying the wrong, whereas in 
the other case, where a person was im- 
prisoned and it was discovered, afterwards 
that there had been a miscarriage of justice, 
the State was in a position to compensate 
that person. 


JURIES PROTECTION ACT 


Mr. J. A. COSTELLO (U.I., Dublin 
County) said that the Juries Protection Act, 
in winch provision was made for a majority 
verdict, had been the result of a condition 
of affairs where jurymen had been murdered 
and where every juryman before the passin 
of the Act had been intimidated. That bill 
had been an effort to stave off what subse- 
quently had become Article 2A of the Con- 
stitution. It was one of the means adopted 
to deal with a situation that then confronted 
the Government. It really was an effort to 
retain the jury system, which was crumbling 
under the attack of the intimidators and the 
murderers. The last Administration had 
been anxious to retain the principle of unani- 
| nous verdicts if it were at all possible. 

‘‘ Whatever the future of this country may 
be,” said Mr. Costello, “I am afraid that 
the jury system will never stand up to politi- 
cal attack. If there is political ferment; if 
there are agrarian troubles, and if the self- 
styled patriots make an attack onthe personnel 
of the people who have to withstand that 
attack, I do not think that the jury 
system will stand up against it. Therefore, 
I do not think that this project of nine out 
of twelve can be a weapon to be used in defence 
of an attack on the jury system. In the minds of 
the profession there is a strong demand for 
the retention of the unanimous verdict. I 
think that the Government would be well 
advised to let the matter stand,” 

Mr. J. DILLON '(U.I., Donegal) said that 
the majority verdict would never carry the 
same conviction of rational justice to the 
public mind, . 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that he 
did not, know why a verdict of twelve jurors 
should be more sacrosanct than a verdict of 
nine. 

The Attorney-General still was speaking 
when the House adjourned until to-day at 
10.30 a.m.

The present opportunity should be 
availed of to consider the question of 
the future administration of municipal 
business, and the letter went on to point 
out that Waterford was the only county 
borough in which the Council Manager 
plan of’ city government did not operate. 

The letter suggested that a Commission 
should be appointed to consider a scheme, 
and, if the principle met with the 
approval of the Council, to draft pro- 
posals, for submission to the Department. 
If such legislation were adopted for 
Waterford City, the office of Manager 
could be combined with that of Town 
Clerk, and the system introduced without 
serious addition to the cost of the staff. 

The Jetter further stated that the posi- 
tion of Town Clerk should remain in 
abeyance until (1) the Council had con- 
sidered the future method of city govern- 
ment, and (2) until the organisation of 
the clerical staff as a whole had been 
examined.

DEMOCRACY

PROFESSOR MAGENNIS’S 
LECTURE 


Owing to the indisposition of the Rev. 
Bolton Waller, who was to have lectured on 
State propaganda and freedom of thought 
to the Dublin Literary Society last night, 
his place was taken by Professor W. 
Magennis, who gave an informal talk to the 
members at Lincoln Chambers, Dublin, on 
“ Democracy in Theory and Practice.”’ 

He gave a historical review of the con- 


ception of democracy in the time of Plato 
and Aristotle and the early Greek city States. 
With the growth of the complexity of life, 
he said, there was a substitution of “ govern- 
ment for the people by _ representatives 
selected by the people ” for ‘‘ government of 
the people by the people.” To-day, ~overn- 
ment through representative institutions stood 
for the ancient democracy. 

Professor Magennis examined the funda- 
mental principles of democracy, and asked: 
“Is it the rule of the majority (that is, 
according to the ‘will of the people’) or 
government founded on the consent of the 
governed ; or is it based upon what President 
Woodrow Wilson called “the right of all 
States, though small or undeveloped, to 
chose their way of life and obedience?’ ”’

Last evening Dail Eireann drove another 
nail into the coffin of the Free State Con- 
stitution it sent the bill for the 
abolition of University representation 
back to the Senate for the last time. This 
measure was passed through the Dail 
nearly two years ago. The Senate held it 
up for eighteen months, and now it has 
been returned to the Upper House, with 
the result that, whatever happens to it 
there, it must become law automatically 
in sixty days. It is difficult to under- 
stand why the Government. should be in 
such a hurry to place this bill on the 
Statute Book, in view of the fact that 
there can be no real neéd for it until the 
next general the 
normal course of events, will not be held 
for some time to come. It has 
suggested that the Government contem- 
plates an early. appeal to the people on 
the basis of a new Constitution, but this 
suggestion has been denied vigorously ; so

University represen- 
tation in Parliament did not begin with 
the Irish Free State. It had existed, in 
fact, for many years previously, and in 
practice always worked fairly well.

In the case of Dublin 
University, the founders of the State took 
the view that direct representation in the 
national Parliament would be a form of 
safeguard for the minority against any 
possible abuses by the majority of its 
newly-found power, and also that the 
presence of University representatives in 
Dáil Eireann would bring to the new 
Legislature an element of detachment 
which would tend to raise the general 
level of debates. 

Nobody who has followed the fortunes 
of Dáil Eireann during the fourteen years 
of its existence can doubt the wisdom of 
those who decided tc give the Universities 
direct representation on its benches. The 
men—and women—who have been sent to 
represent Dublin University and the 
National University of Ireland have been 
faithful to their trust. We do not agree 
with the speaker during Wednesday’s 
debate who declared that they might be 
judged by the fact that one of them was 
responsible, in the first instance, for the 
creation of the hospitals’ sweepstakes ; 
for, in our opifiion, the University repre- 
sentatives have done far greater work for 
the nation in their day by day contribu- 
tions to the ordinary proceedings of the 
Dáil. There can be no doubt at all that 
some of the men who have represented 
the Universities never could have hoped 
to secure election to the Ddael for a popular. 
constituency. As Mr. McGilligan  re- 
marked, a fog-horn voice, rather than a 
University education, is the safest pass- 
port to a seat in Dáil Eireann, There is 
no point at all in the criticism that the 
University members have been con- 
sistently hostile to the Fianna Fáil Party, 
and have supported Mr. Cosgrave’s party 
through thick and thin.

Austria’s Future 


While the war in Abyssinia, the question 
of naval limitation, and the threats of 
danger in the Far East have been enough 
to throw the diplomatic dovecotes into 
confusion, a certain amount of fluttéring 
also has been caused by the Archduke Otto. 
The Archduke is one of the last of the 
I{absburgs, the family which reigned over 
the former Empire of Austria-Hungary, 
and within the last week it has been 
rumoured strongly’ that there was a move- 
ment for his ‘restoration. He travelled 
incognito from Belgium to Paris to meet 
Prince Starhembery, the Austrian Vice- 
Chancellor, and, after various § mis- 
adventures, he apparently did meet him. 
Prince Starhemberg, as it happened, was 
in Paris for a meeting with Prince Paul, 
the Senior Regent of Yugoslavia, and the 
only result of the Archduke Otto’s arrival 
was that Prince Paul was scared away, 
and that an understanding between 
Austria and Yugoslavia is further away 
than ever. Yugoslavia, indeed, is not 
alone in her distrust of any movement 
which may end in the placing of a 
Habsburg on the Throne of Austria or of 
Hungary, and, in order to understand this 
distrust, it 18 necessary to remember the 
fate of Austria-Hungary after the War. 
The Treaty of St. Germain split it up with- 
out mercy. Rumania was given one part 
of the Empire, Poland another, and Italy 
another, while the new States of Yugo- 
slavia and Czechoslovakia also gained 
huge areas from it. What remained was 
divided into Austria and Hungary—two 
separate States, which are no more than 
a skeleton of the old Austro-Hungarian 
Empire. Hungary never has accepted the 
status quo. She has kept her throne 
vacant—admittedly for the Habsburgs who 
once occupied it—and at the moment is 
governed by a ‘‘Regent.’”’ Her sister- 
kingdom, Austria, has become a republic; 
but she also has shown a wish to return 
to the former régime. Her position is less 
clear-cut than that of Hungary; for she 
has been flirting with the idea of a union 
with Germany, but she has given definite 
signs lately that she wants the Habsburgs 
back. Last summer she rescinded their 
banishment and _ restored 
property, and since that time the name 
of the Archduke Otto, one of the most 
eligible members of the family so far aa 
the throne is concerned, has been “ in the i 
news.” The implications are clear enough. 
If the Habsburgs return—presumably as 
the rulers of a joint Austro-Hungarian 
State—the post-War gains of the other 
Central European States may be in 
jeopardy; for the next move conceivably 
might be to restore the whole Austro- 
‘Humgarian Empire.* Their point of view,

It is primarily 
due, of course, to the fact that the water 
supply from the Vartry reservoirs is no 
longer sufficient to serve the city, and far 
Jess than sufficient to supply the many 
districts of County Dublin which at 
present receive their requirements from 
the Corporation. Nevertheless, we wonder 
whether this ruthless treatment of the 
Dalkey district, together with the 
threatened curtailment of supplies to 
Bray and other areas, really is dictated 
by necessity, or is intended rather as ? 
“demonstration,.” If there is no vital 
need of economy, the people of those areas 
have a legitimate grievance. If, on the 
other hand, the Corporation is genuinely 
alarmed by the condition of its reservoirs— 
in the midst of this far from dry winter— 
the prospect ‘for next summer becomes 
positively terrifying. To-morrow the 
Government is expected to give its deci- 
sion on the Poulaphouca hydro-electric 
scheme, one function of which is to provide 
County Dublin with a supply of water 
that will be adequate for many years. 
We urge it most sincerely to give a favour- 
able decision, in order that work may be 
started at once. Otherwise the Govern- 
ment will have to bear the responsibility 
not only for acute discomfort, but for 
disease and death, in County Dublin.

A Load of Golf Clubs 


Cnless American golfers are prepared to 
bow to the weight of public opinion, the 
United States Golf Association threatens to 
relieve them severally of a fair number of 
golf clubs. The Association knows that the 
players would get on better, and, above all 
else, faster, without them; and, further, 
that the reduction would restore to caddies 
some shred of belief in the justice and 
mercy of man. Under existing conditions, 
it seems, the caddie is shored up on either 
side, and the bag then is lowered on to 
his shoulders. When it becomes clear, by 
the blackish colour of his face, that the 
lad is taking the strain, the supports are 
whipped away, and,then his natural love 
of the game does the rest. The caddie 
thinks also of his fee, of anything that 
may come in the way of a tip, of the 
violence of the caddie-master in anger, and 
of his father’s known reaction to an un- 
employed son. These latter incentives 
possibly are the most important; but, 
whatever his viewpoint, no caddie ever has 
been known to advise a golfer that if he 
wants twenty-two clubs he can carry them 


himself—with the bag, the umbrella, the: 


spare pair of shoes, the waterproof suit, 
the box of balls and the shooting stick. 
Years of unhappiness have broken the 
caddie’s spirit, and, without the interven- 
tion of the Golf Association, who knows 
but in the course of time he might: not have 
degenerated into the animal shape of his 
primeval forbears, finding it more and 
more convenient to travel upon hands and 
knees? The official reprimand, however, 
has saved him from the threat of so 
dismal a future ; but it further has set pro- 
fessional golfers muttering grimly about 
the liberty of the individual—always a bad 
sign. Their livelihood depends on the 
number of competitions they are able to 
win; and these, in their turn, seem to 
depend on the number of clubs which some- 
body else can be persuaded to carry.

UITE a number of members of the 

House of Commons express anxiety 
regarding Great Britain’s relation to 
the Italo-Abyssinian situation, more 
particularly in connection with oil 
sanctions, It is hoped that a debate 
will be arranged for an early day, 
when.the opposition to this country taking 
any part in the operation of such sanctions 
can be made manifest. The feeling of 
anxiety was increased by the grave terms 
in which some of the speeches last night 
were couched. Mr. Anthony Eden is to be 
approached with a request to provide 
opportunity for a debate so that members 
will know where Great Britain stands. 
There is to be a discussion in the House 
of Lords ‘on the subject on Tuesday, 
February 18th, on a motion by Lord 
Phillimore, but members of the House of 
Commons hope that they may secure their 
debate next week. 
Oil Sanctions 

Two Sub-Committees of the League of 
Nations, consisting of experts, are dealing 
| with the question of an oil embargo against 
Italy, and it is expected that a report will 
be available by the beginning of next week. 
It is felt that this report will be non- 
committal in character, as it is perfectly 
clear that if attempts are made to carry 
oil sanctions into operation Italy will 
regard them as a causus belli, following 
upon Signor Mussolini’s intimation to the 
Fascist Grand Council just held in Rome. 
There is another factor of considerable 
importance, however, in that the United 
States is unlikely to join members of the 
League in oil _ sanctions, since the 
President will not now be given power to 
prohibit the export of oil to Italy, as was 
expected a few weeks ago. In some 
quarters it is contended that the operation 
of oil sanctions will not affect Italy’s con- 
duct of her war in Abyssinia, as for many 
months past she hás been steadily 
accumulating supplies, and at the same 
time her chemists are endeavouring to find 
suitable substitutes for petrol. 


Another Economic Conference? 


Another world conference of an economic 


character is quite possible in the near 


future, and investigations are now being 
made on behalf of the Government with 
a view to ascertaining the position. It will 
be recalled that in a famous speech 
addressed by Sir Samuel Hoare to the 
League of Nations in September last he 
stated that the British Government was 
prepared to take its share in an effort to 
remove possible causes of war by inquiring 
into the redistribution of essential raw 
materials provided by our Colonies. Since 
that time officials at the Foreign Office, 
the Colonial Office and the Board of Trade 
have been working on a scheme, and while 
their inquiries are still proceeding, a 
considerable amount of material has 
already been collected. The Government 
has no intention of opening negotiations 
with other Powers until] it is provided with 
all the information it needs. This was. 
what was meant when it was stated in the 
House of Commons last night that the 
Government was taking action. 


The King’s Funeral 


The cost of the funeral of the late King 
is expected to be in the neighbourhood ol 
£40,000, but the total is not likely to be 
known for scme days, as the several 
Government departments concerned are 
still collating the expenses. The Office of 
Works collected some inconsiderable sums 
by the provision of seats on the route, but 
these are not likely to do more than cover 
the expenditure incurred by their erection. 
The funeral of King Edward cost £40,500, 
and Queen Victoria’s funeral cost £40,000, 
but money on both occasions possessed a 
higher value. It would be impossible, 
however, to imagine a ceremonial more 
dignified or more reverently carried out 
than that of last week. The largest sums 
expended in all cases were for the housing 
of the many delegations from abroad. 


Russia and Democracy 


The Soviet Government is said to be 
contemplating the establishment of parlia- 
mentary government, and Mr. Walawood 
is anxious that it should receive assistance 
in providing a Constitution. He will ask 
whether our Ambassador in Moscow has 
been, or will be, instructed to supply to 
the Government of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics any information as to 
our institutions which may be asked for 
concerning single-member constituencies, 
direct election, and co-operation between 
the Executive and the Legislature, which 
are the basis of democracy. 


The Queen Mary 


The Queen Mary, when she sails from 
the Clyde in March, will be quite a 
treasure house of art, as much fine work 
has been put into her by a number of 
well-known artists. Mr. Kenneth Shoe- 
smith has just completed a very fine paint- 
ing for the Roman Catholic chapel, con- 
sisting of a Madonna and Child, the 
figures backed by the spreading sails of a

The condition of the omnibus road services 
in the Free State during 1935 is reviewed by 
the Department of Industry, and Commerce in 
a circular of statistics which has just been 
issued, ; 

During the year 1935 the total mileage 
within the area of Dublin city and 
suburbs was 135,261,000, which was a decrease 
of over 4,000,000 miles on the previous year's 


figures; but, as is pointed out, all services in- 
' the district were entirely súspended for eleven 


weeks during the tram and ‘bus strike from 
March 2 till May 17 Jast year. Other internal 
services generally show an _ increase of 
375,000 miles, as also does Cork, with an in- 
crease of 12,000; but there is a total mileage 
decrease of 3,647,000 on all internal services, 
with a decrease of 94,000 miles in cross-border 
traffic. | 
The number of passengers carried in Dublin 
district during the year shows a decrease olf 
18,068,000, while in Cork there was an 
increase of nearly half a million; and in the 
total. internal services there were 16,639,000 
fewer travellers thastin 1934. | 
In Dublin along there was a total loss on 
the year's reco from passengers’ fares 
amounting to £121,403, but in Cork and the 
other internal Services there Was an aggregate 
increase of £30,871, which, however, still 
leaves a decrease of £90,532 on the year's 
takings, compared with the figures for 1954. 
There were at the end of last year 821 
vehicles plying throughout) the country, 
which is more than at the end of 1954, 
and the average passenger receipts per mile 
for last year were 9.7d., compared with 
9.3d. per mile in 1934, In Dublin the 
average receipts per mile amounted to 8}d. 
Receipts from parcel traffic in all services 
showed an increase of £7,846 on the previous 
year, and amounted to £43,291, and the total 
gross receipts from passenger traffic by motor 
coach’ services alone show an increase of

BOMBED BY ITALIANS IN 


ABYSSINIA 
DESSIE, Thursday. 


Captain Brophil, the Irish officer who 
has been working with an ambulance three 
miles from Makale, was arrested by 
Abyssinians. as a spy, and ‘ narrowly, 
escaped being shot, when travelling from 
the ambulance to Dessie. He told his story 
when he arrived here to-day to undergo an 
operation. | 

“They thought I was an Italian spy,” 
he said, ‘‘and held me for six hours 
before my identity was established.” 

Captain Brophil travelled by mule, accom- 
panied by an interpreter and an orderly. 
His journey took fifteen days, and he is 
the first white man to return here from the 
northern front. Captain Brophil confirmed 
the Ethiopian report of a great victory in 
the Tembien, ‘‘ with enormous Italian 
losses.” 

Captain Brophil said that Dr. Hickey, 
his compatriot with the ambulance near 
Makale, and an Indian, Dr. Ahmed, were 
in good health when he left, although they 
were in need of supplies. During the last 
two months they had had no mail, no 
tobacco, no milk, and no salt, and had 
been working at high pressure, dealing 
with an average of 100 seriously wounded 
cases every day. 

““ We were bombed and machine gunned 
by the Italians every day,” said Captain, 
Brophil. | 

“I think that the bombing of the Red 
Cross camp was deliberate,’ he said, 
‘* because one day I waved to the pilot of 
an Italian machine, which was flying low, 
and indicated the Red Cross signs. The 
next day a squadron of ken dropped 
thirty large bombs on our camp. These 
would have wiped out the lot of us if we 
had not prepared shelters in advance.”’

MINISTER’S REPLY

“It was said yesterday,’’ said the Minister, 
“that the cause of the bill was some arith- 
metical prejudice. There is no such idea in 
our minds. Fianna Fail always was in favour 
of the abolition of university representation.’’ 

To a great extent, he continued, the debate 
dealt’ with the type of individual sent there 
by the universities. That was an entirely 
wrong view to take. Speaking personally, 
he did not deny that representatives had been 
sent to the House at different times by both 
universities who would be a credit to any 
assembly, but the same applied to every 
other constituency in the country, more or 
less. There had been distinguished university 


men and professors sent to that assembly 
from other constituencies. Some of these men 
would have had a poor chance of being elected 
by a university. It was not, therefore, on the 
question of the type of individual who was 
sent there that they should discuss the 
matter. He had looked over the list of

THE REFUND OF COAL 
DUTY

The bill introduced in the Dail last Wed- 
nesday to authorise the refund of duty paid 
on coal imported into the Free State prior to 
the removal of the coal tax was issued yester- 
day.

AN INQUIRY INTO 
FACTS 


———- 


The Times observes to-day in an editorial 
article: The Committee appointed to 
report on the technical aspects of an 
embargo upon the supply of oil to Italy 
by members of the League has now been 
in session for some days at Geneva, It 
consists of representatives of all the 
League countries which are concerned in 
either the supply or the transport of oil, 
and its business is to ascertain the facts, 
which must be known before a decision is 
taken. It has nothing to say on tlie 
question of principle. That was decided 
three months ago, when the Committee of 
Eighteen resolved that the -refusal to 
export arms and munitions to Italy 
should be ‘extended to cover-oil and other 
products needed in modern warfare as 
soon as the conditions necessary to render 
this extension effective have been realised. 
The present Technical Committee is sett- 
ing about its task in a very businesslike 
way. It is inquiring into the supply and 
the consumption of oil in Italy and in the 
Italian coloniés, the proportions in which 
different . countries contribute to the 
supply, the possibility of finding new 
sources to compensate for those which 
may be closed, and of manufacturing 
substitutes. 

No action taken by the League, adds 
The Times, except, indeed, one which went 
far beyond the economic: pressure to 
which its members are determined to 
limit their intervention, could impose an 
immediate end of the war. Cor- 
respondent, lately on the Eritrean 
front, has given reasons for thinking 
that even the most complete embargo on 
oil would have no such effect before the 
rains, thanks to the stocks which Italy has 
accumulated, though it might well prevent 
a resumption of the campaign afterwards ; 
and a complete embargo is out of the 
question, since the League does not control 
all the sources and channels by which 
Italy gets or can get the stocks she needs. 
The supply cannot be stopped, though it 
may be reduced. The report of the 
Technical Committee will show the extent 
of this possible reduction, and will enable 
some estimate to be formed of its effect 
upon Italy’s capacity to prolong the war. 
With this information the Committee of 
Kighteen will be in a better position to 
determine whether, and when, it will be 
expedient to take a step which has already 
been accepted in principle. The considera- 
tion which will weigh most is the necessity 
of using every means to shorten the war, 
which commands general support, and of 
using no means, however desirable, other- 
wise which not commanding that support, 
is likely to strain the loyalty of some of the 
member countries.

It was com- 
posed by Smetana before he retired, owing 
to deafness, from his post in the Chair of 
the Prague Theatre, in the orchestra of 
which was the young Dvorak, in whom he 
took a lively interest. This ballet music 
is Slavonic in style, pleasant to hear, and 
marked with an impelling rhythm, which 
was well maintained by the players. 

Adding to the enjoyment of the evening 
were two groups of songs by Mr. Robert 
McCullagh, who showed fine musical discern- 
ment.in his selection, The earlier group con- 
tained songs of Rubinstein, Brahms and 
Schubert, of which the Brahms ‘‘ A Sonnet ”’ 
was, perhaps, the best. Afterwards he sang 
an Irish group containing Henry Ley’s set- 
ting of ‘‘ The Lake Isle of Innisfree.”’

O decision has yet been taken on 
N whether the British ice hockey team 

will compete in the Olympic ice hockey 
tournament, following the suspension of two 
of their players, J, Foster and A. A. Archer, 
by the International Ice Hockey Association 
last night. The British team are due to play 
Sweden to-morrow afternoon. 

Foster and Archer, who are English-born 
Canadians, were suspended after protests 
from Canada to the effect that they had been 
suspended by the Canadian Hockey Associa- 
tion for breaking their rules by failing to 
get permission from the Association to leave 
Canada and play abroad. The Canadian 
Association asked the International Asnocia- 
tion whether they would recognise the sus- 
pensions, and the latter body replied in the 
affirmative, e 

The suspensions ate considered among the 
British ice hockey officials to be unjust, and 
they are considermg Withdrawing the British 
team from the ice hockey tournament as a 
protest, 

san amportant point is that the suspension 
does not only*apply to the Olympic Games. 
Under the International Association’s ruling 
the players will be barred indefinitely from 
playing in any other country. This also 
applies, apparently, to other Canadians with 
British clubs who have broken the same rule. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT
